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PREFACE. 



Ilie earliest topogpraphical work in the English language, alpha- 
betically arranged^ is the «^ Dictionariom Angliae Topographiciim et 
Hijitoricwn," of William Lambarde^ author of the '^ Perambulation 
of Kent," written about the year 1670, but which r«m|tined in 
MS. tin the year 1730. It is a collection of materials intended 
for a complete topography of England^ but the design of the 
author was superseded by the appearance of Gamden*s Britannia, in 
1586; the concealment of the MS, is much to be regretted, as. the 
author having brought to his task great learning, much good sense, 
and, for that age, considerable taste, the example of his work 
though left imperfect, would have encouraged other topographam to 
pursue a similar vein of enquiry. 

In 1606 John Speed published his '' Theatre of the J^ire of 
Great Britain.'* In this work tfie author has arranged the names of 
the various places in each eonnty in single and separate alphabets : 
those in Lancashire amount to about seven Jinndred in nnmber: no 
other information than the hundred in whidi each j^ace is situated is 
given, and the .description of the whole county itaetf, c<wsistji^ 
merely of short extracts from what Camden had recently pvblished^ 
is comprised in a single folio page. In 1666 appeared ^'Villar^

Seats in England and 'Wales, ^* in folio. Tliis work is an extension 
of the Yillare Anglicnm, as it contains not only the county and' 
hundred in whicn each place is situated, but also the latitude and 
longitude, the deanery in which it is included, and the value of the 
living in the king's books. The Index ViUaris became in some 
request, and ran to a third edition. 

In 1751 a work appeared with the title of "England's Gazetteer, 
(HT an accurate Description of all the Cities, Towns, and Villages 
of the Kingdom," in 3 vols. 12mo., by Stephen Whatley. This 
author possessed very valuable materials, and his book, being 
executed with much accuracy and spirit, exhibits an interesting 
view of the state of England in the middle of the last century ; 
it has formed the basis of all the subsequent topographical dic- 
tionaries of England, and many of them, even the more recent, 
are still little, more than mere copies of Mr. Whatley's publica- 
tion. In ^s work the term Gazetteer seems first to have been 
adopted in a topographical sense^ and, though the author has 
not given his reasons for^ this appropriation of the word, it is 
not improbable that the hhit was taken from a sentence of Mr. 
^ Locke, in his ** Thoughts Concerning Reading and Study, '' which 
expresses that " an English gentleman without geography cannot 
well understand a gazette. " The word gazetteer, borrowed from 
the French gazeiier, originally meant merely the writer of the 
gazette ; and by Dr. Johnson it is explained in na other significa- 
tion than Hb^ of a writer of news. The French still restrict their 
word to the same meaning, though, with us, gazetteer in this sense 
has become entirely obsolete. The word seems first to have been 
wrested from its pristine meaning by its application to the tide of a 
popular newspaper,, about twenty years before Mr. Whatley's book 
appeared ; but his adaptation of the name to a topographical pur- 
pose was considered so happy, that Gazetteers of the worid, and or 
most 0^ (bb^li^ngdoms in it, soon fdUowed, and have been continued 
in various subdi^sions^ to the 'present hour. This author cleverly 
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enough defines his work as '' a compendium^ copious but concise, 
purticularising the mannfaotures and other useful circumstances by 
whic]i each town is peculiarly distinguudied, enumerating all the 
several- remarkables of nTature or art, which each place affords/' 
A jndicious description of these '' remarkables" seems indeed to con- 
stitute the essence of a gazetteer, to which the addition of historical 
events and biographical notices must be esteemed as a happy im- 
provement ; the one carrying back the imagination to the condition 
and manners of former ages ; the other as the record of departed 
worth, frequently conferring an interest on the meanest village, 
and rendering even the dryness of topography itself efficacious as a 
stimulus to moral examj^le. 

The title page of The New Lancashire Gazetteer exhibits so 
complete an abstract of its contents, that a brief explanation of some 
points is all that is further requisite. Following the usual 
example of topographers, the nature and value of each living in the 
county, as stated in the king*li books (1535), have been given, though 
the amount is so extremely remote' from its real value, and. the 
relative proportion in different places so entirely dissimilar, that no 
scale can be applied to judge from this source of the actual revenue 
of any benefice. Mr. Bacon, in his edition of the Liber Regis, pub- 
lished in 1786, partially attempted something of such a nature, but 
with small success. The only use, therefore, of this information, 
except that of gratifying curiosity, by showing the difference in the 
nominal amount occasioned by the lapse of three centuries, is in 
reference to the circumstance, that no holder of a living amounting 
to £S in the king's books can accept the incumbency of another 
benefice, without vacating the former, unless such incumbent be 
chaplain to the king, or to one of the nobility, or by his obtaining a 
dispensation from the archbidiop of Canterbury. The occasional 
prefix " discharged" means that the rectory or vicarage has been 
exempted by subsequent acts of parliament firom the payment of first 
fruits. In the names of the patrons some errors may possibly be 
found, as the sale of an advowson may have taken place, which the 
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parties from prudential motiyes did not choose to render public* 
Such errors^ however, can be but few, as tb^ presentations in ike 
county of Lancaster are chiefly in the hands of ecclesiastical 4igni- . 
taries, or in great families. The chapelries and perpetual curacies, 
unless a patron is expressly mentioned, must be understood as in 
the gift of the incumbent of the parish in which such chapelry 
or curacy is situated. 

In the population census, published by order of government, 
a distinction is made between chapelries and townships which 
at the present period does not strictly apply, those places only 
appearing as chapelries which are mentioned as such in the king^s 
books, though several of the townships contain an episcopal chapel 
of more recent erection, and consequently are equally chapelries 
with the others. Townships seem to have been originally the same 
as tythings or vills; which, by the constitution of king Alfred, 
about the year 890, consisted of ten ^neemen, or frank pledges, and 
were subdivisions of the more ancient iiundred. After the general 
institution of parishes, according to the best antiquaries, in the 
reign of king Edgar, about seventy years later, the tything, which 
was only a civil division, became merged or identified with the 
parish, which was an ecclesiastical division, and was considered as 
the more important. In the southern part of the kingdom a parish 
seldom contained more than one tything ; but in the thinly peopled 
districts of the north this particular seems not to have been 
regsyrded, as there, indeed, the frank pledges, remote from each other, 
were scattered over such a wide waste of uncultivated country, that in 
many parts they could scarcely be said to form a vill or tything at 
all. At various periods many of these separate and distant dwellings 
of the freemen became subsequently the nucleus of a village, now 
forming a modem township, several of which in Lancashire are 
commonly found in one parish. 

The institution of parishes appears to have been a gradual 
work, and in this, then almost desolate county of Lancaster, 
their boundaries seem to have been extended accordii^ to the 
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paucity of the inhabitants ; a certain number being necessary to 
maintain a priest and ^mpport a church : but, when population in- 
creased^ the scattered villages began to have their own place of 
woiship^ though subordinate to that of the parish mother church ; 
and hence originated the chapehies. In the 13th Charles II. an 
act was passed, permitting townships and villages, though not entire 
parishes, severally and distinctly to maintain their own poor. This 
act was restricted to the seven northern counties of England, in 
which the parishes from their great extent were found much too 
large for the due administration of the poor laws, which most always 
be founded upon a personal knowledge of the situation and charac- 
ter of every one applying for relief^ and consequently the townships 
of Lancashire, with few exceptions, have become as distinctly limited 
in practice as if they were seiparate parishes. In stating the popu- 
lation of a united township, the number of inhabitants must be 
understood as that of the whole. 

The term hamlet, according to Sir Henry Spelman, is a diminu* 
tive of the Saxon word ham, originally meaning a home or habita* 
tion, though the sense was afterwards exteiided to a collection of 
houses ; and hence it is that so many English towns^ as Nottingham^ 
Buckingham, and the like, end in this appellation. But, so late as 
the statute 14 Edward I., an entire ville is described as contain- 
ing ten freemen, a demi ville as containing five, and a ^ hamlette" as 
less than five freemen ; and in this sense, as something less than a town- 
ship, but forming a part of its population, it is used in the present 
Gazetteer, though no criterion can thus be formed of the size of the 
[daoe, as it may be merely a manor house with its appurtenances, 
or it may, like Lees or Chowbent, contain numerous inhabitants. 

Such is the nature of the work now offered to the public. In 
the technical parts of a gazetteer, diligence and exactness are the 
only merits to which a topographer can lay claim ; but the author 
hopes that, by the extent of the subject, and the variety of matter ' 
which has been introduced^ his book will afford useful information 
and agreeable amusement to every lover of the county of Lancaster.

According to a vexy an- 
cient record, still subsisting, it appears 
that Ashton was once considered as a 
borongh, b^t how the charter was lost 
thqrs is no account. The custom of the 
yearly nomination of borough officers is 
atHl kept up by the inhabitants. The 
.place in ancient records is termed iit&^sn 
sufr Lima, but in what sense it is difficult 
to determine ^ it is pleasantly situated upon 
a gentle eminence, in the south-east comer 
of the county, on the north side of the 
xiver Tame, which stream abounds with 
trout and is of the highest' utility in 
working the machinery of the various 
lactones in the neighbourhood. The 
church is an ancient structure of the 
fifteenth century ; it contains a fine 
oxgan, ^nd a peal of ten bells. An ad- 
ditional churph, under the recent acts of 
parliament, has lately been erected ; and 
A^ton has meeting-houses for various 
classes of dissenters and Methodists, and 
also a Catholic Chapel. Near the church 
19 a vei;y ancient edifice, called the Old 
fiall, supposed to have been erected about 
the year 1483, formerly the manor house 
of the Assbeton family, but now the resi- 
dence of John Wood, esq. Almost ad- 
joining this venerable relique is a build- 
ing called the Bungeon, which has the 
appearance of a prison, and was formerly 
used as such.- It is a strong though small 
edifice, with two round towers covered 
with ivy. It is now tenanted by different 
poor persoiks. A curious custom prevails 
in Ashton, called riding the black lad, 
which is annually performed on Easter 
Monday : there are various traditions 
concerning its- origin. The general opi- 
nion however is that it is meant to per- 
petuate the tyranny of Sir Ralph Ashton 
in 1483, who, unde? the authority of 



vke-Gonstable (the commission for which 
office is still extant in Rymer's Fcedera), 
exercised great severity in this part of 
the country. In this ceremony an image, 
stuffed with straw, is seated on horseback 
and paraded through the town, after 
which it is hung up at a cross in the 
market-place, and there demolished by 
the exercise of all sorts of fire-arms, in 
the presence of a vast concourse of peo- 
ple. Whatever may have been the origin 
of this ceremony, it is certain that the 
sum of ten shillings, now reduced to five, 
has been reserved from the manor to 
peipetuate its performance. Ashton is 
a highly prosperous town. The cotton 
manufacture, both in the spinning and 
weaving branches, flourishes; and here 
is also a considerable manufacture of 
hats. Coal is procured vexy plentifully, 
and is conveyed to various parts of 
the kingdom by the Manchester, Hnd- 
dersfield, and Peak Forest Canals, 
which meet near the town. At a short 
distance on the Manchester road there 
is an extensive moss, from the edges 
of which poor people cut turf for fuel. 
At the depth of ten feet is a toleraUe 
soil of loam, which is easily convert- 
ed into meadow. Ashton moss is a 
shaking bog, but it may be crossed in all 
seasons. It is capable, by draining, of 
cultivation. Trees of Scotch fir have been 
frequently found in its bed ; their trunks, 
being full of turpentine, serve, when 
split, for candles. A great number of 
large oaks have also been discovered, per- 
fectly sound, and as black as ebony. The

The 
novelty of the design which exhibited the 
ipectacle, never seen before in England, 
of one vessel sailing over the top of 
another, excited universal admiration. 
But this aqueduct has been since far sur- 
passed by that of the Lancaster Canal 
over the river Lune, and the fabric has 
certainly been over-praised. It is much 
inferior in picturesque beauty to the old 
bridge over the Irweli, which runs paral- 
lei with it at a small distance below. In 
this township is Traflbrd Park, the seat 
of T. J, TrafFord, esq., whose family have 
been seated here for many ages ; the 
house is situated on the bank of the Ir- 
weli, and is a modem brick structure cased 
/ with stucco. Trafibrd Moss also in this 
township was a large tract containing 500 
acres of barren peat bog, the greater part 
of which is now under cultivation, owing 
to the spirited exertions of Mr. Roscoe 
and of Mr. Wakefield, who, in 1793, 
undertook to drain and improve it. By 
their judicious arrangements this here-

The Leeds and Liverpool CanaU passing 
near the town, greatly facilitates its com- 
mercial intercourse, filackbam was long 
famous for its cotton goods, formerly 
known by the name of Blackburn checks, 
which consisted of a linen warp, shot 
with a cotton woof, one or both of which 
being dyed in the thread, gave to the 
piece when woven a striped or checked 
appearance. This article was superseded 
by the Blackburn greys, so called from 
their colour, neither the warp nor the 
woof having been dyed before they were 
put into the loom. These goods were 
generally sent to London to be printed 
A greater change took place when the 
greys were succeeded by calicoes p in 
which the whole fabrie is cotton, and which 
owe their name to their resemblance to 
the cotton cloth of India, brought from 
the province of Calicut. The printing 
of calicoes now forms a considerable 
part of the business of Blackburn. The 
parish is very extensive, being one ot 
the two i^ich constitute by far the larger 
part of the hundred. It is divided into 
two great portions by a l<mg though in- 
terrupted ridge of high ground, stretching 
from Whalley to Hoghton Tower. The 
soil is in general barren, and much of it 
sandy *. coal is found plentifully in the 
southern part of the parish, and in seve- 
ral parts much stone slate is got. In one 
of the hills is a mine of alum Stone, for- 
merly worked, but now neglected. The 
Western poxtion of the parish, descending 
from the ridge of hills to the margin of 
the Ribble, has varietf of landscape, 
fertility of hai\, and the vestiges of many 
noble woods. Here resided formerly 
several families of distinction, new de- 
cayed and gone. This >rery beautiful 
portion of Ribblesdale is but little known, 
the town of Bluckbum huvtng attracted the 
turnpike road eastward.

This improveb 
machine occasioning great alarm among 
the spinners* they rote in a mob and drove 
out the inventor ; who retired into Not- 
tinghamshire, where he died in indi- 
gence.

The 
chapelry of Little Bolton to the north is se- 
parated by the small river Crpal ^ together 
they form the large and populous town of 
Bolton-le-Moors ; each of the townships is 

governed by its own borough reeve and 
two constables, annually elected. Bolton 
is situated among the mnors, in a soil 
sufficiently sterile. Little is known of 
its origin and early history. The manor 
for many ages belonged to the Pilkington 
family, till it became forfeited by Sir 
Thomas, who, for his adherence to 
Richard III., was attainted and beheaded, 
and his estate bestowed on Thomas 
Stanley, earl of Derby. Nothing re- 
markable seems to have occurred at 
Bolton till the era of the civil wars, when 
declaring for the parliament, and having 
raised some fortifications for iu defence, 
it was stormed by prince Rupert in 1644, 
but the first time without success. The 
attack, however, being in a few days re- 
newed, under the command of the earl 
of Derby, tlie town was carried with 
the usual concomitants of plunder and 
bloodshed : the republican commander, 
colonel Rigby, escaped with his shattered 
forces into Yorshire. Seven years after this 
event, October 15th, 1751, the same high 
spirited nobleman, James earl of Derby, 
was brought to the sca£fold at Bolton, 
having been taken prisoner in Cheshire 
after the battle of Worcester, in which 
Charles II., in his advance from Scotland, 
was utterly defeated. Vrom the unwearied 
exertions ff the earl in the royal cause, 
much forbearance could not be expected in 
Oliver Cromwell : the only illegality in 
the sentence was, that it was pronounced 
by a court martial, instead of a civil 
tribunal: as a law had been enacted 
' making it treason to correspond with the 



king. The earl arrived at Bolton under 
a military escort, and the apartment is 
yet shown, with a feeling of reverence, 
in which he passed a short time, chiefly 
occupied in prayer, before he ascended 
the fatal platform : he suffered with much 
dignity and composure, in the presence 
of many sympathising spectators. This 
nobleman was passionately devoted to 
the royal cause ; his character is thus 
given by lord Clarendon : — " He was a 
man of great honor and clear coiurage, 
and all his defects and misfortunes pro- 
ceeded from his having lived so little 
among his equals that he knew not how 
to treat his inferiors." The church of 
Bolton is an ancient edifice, exhibiting 
nothing remarkable, unless it be the pre> 
servation in its windows of the coats of 
arms of the families of Chetham and 
Bridgman. A new and handsome church, 
in the Gothic style, has lately been 
erected in Bradford Square. All Saints 
and St. George's Chapels are both in 
Little Bolton. . The places of worship 
belonging to the Dissenters are numerous, 
amounting to sixteen ; and Bolton abounds 
in various schools and charitable institu- 
tions. The grammar school was founded 
by the will of Robert Lever in 1641, in 
which Robert Ainsworth, the eminent 
lexicographer, received a part of his edu- 
cation. The principal streets of Bolton, 
two of which are neariy a mile in length, 
unite at the market place ^ the houses, 
having most of them been erected within 
the last fifty years, present a very hand- 
some and respectable appearance; and 
new streets and a square are in daily pro- 
gress. Here are a theatre, and assembly 
and concert rooms : a town-hall for the 
transaction of public business has been 
recently erected. The market is well 
supplied with provisions and ^the town 
with water and gas. The canal to Man- 
chester, from which is a branch to Bury, 
has added materially to the prosperity of 
the place ; and the new railway to Leigh, 
by affording facilities for an additional 
supply of coal, has reduced the price of

alao." These cottons, however, were in 
reality wooUena. The vegetable substance, 
the produce of the cotton shrub, the 
Goaaypium of botanists, not being manu- 
factured in England before the reign of 
James I., and even till about the year 
1773, the fabric called cottons gene- 
rally consisted of a warp of linen yam, 
mported firom Ireland or Germany, and 
shot with a cotton weft , h(fwever velvets, 
counterpanes, and some other articles, 
were made here aa early as 1756, en- 
tirely composed of cotton. Originally 
fuatiana were a great branch of the Bolton 
manufacture, introduced, it is said, by 
some Frotestant refugeea aoon after the 
revocation of the edict of Nantea, 1686 ; 
out at present the muslin, dimity, and 
quilting branches, seem most to prevail. 
A large proportion of the goods mann- 
factured here are sold to the Mancheater 
merchanta, which was not formerly the 
caae, aa the dealera from varioua parte of 
England came hither to make their pur- 
chaaea. At Bolton originated the machine 
fiiat called the Hall in the wood, from an 
old manaion, the reaidence of the invenf^r 
Mr. Samuel Cxompton, then a weaver in 
humble life. Thia machine combining 
the powera of two former inventiona, the 
apiuning-Jenny and the water frame (aee 
Mancheiief), waa aubseqnently termed a 
mule, which name it still retaina ; and 
it ia in universal use throughout the 
cotton manufacture. Mr. Crompton 
having given his invention to the pub- 
lic in 1780, and not having secured 



its poaaeasion by a patent, waa rewarded^ 
if reward it could be called, by a aub- 
acription of 100 guineas ; twenty years 
afterwarda the sum of £400 was added ; 
and in 1812 parliament awarded the 
Bum of £6000 to the ingenioua inventor. 
Sir Richard Arkwright reaided in this 
town in the capacity of a barber about 
the year 1768, at the period that he had 
the addreaa (to call it by the aoftest appel- 
lation) to poaaeaa himaelf of a model of 
the water frame for spinning twist by 
rollers, just invented by Thomaa Higha 
of Leigh, the original inventor alao of 
the apinning-jenny, and by the appro- 
priation of which to himself, by a 
patent, he ultimately acquired an im- 
mense fortune. (See ManchetterJ) Bol- 
ton ia diatinguiahed for the extent and 
excellency of its bleaching concerns.

both soon died. The church of Bury 
is a handsome structure, rebuilt about 
hal/ a century since, but somewhat dis- 
figured by its ancient unsightly steeple ; 
here is also a chapel of ease consecrated 
in 1770. Bury has six meeting houses 
for dissenters of various classes, and seve- 
ral schools attached. The Free Grammar 
School was amply endowed in 1726 by 
the Rev. M. Kay ; it has two exhibitions. 
One half of the town of Bury is lease- 
hold under the earl of Derby, the other 
half glebe, belonging to the rectory, which 
is of course of considerable value. The 
town is not distinguished for its beauty, 
but is daily improving ; it is well lighted 
with gas, and well supplied with water. 
The ancient staple of the place was the 
Woollen manufacture, which is still con- 
tinued, but the cotton manufacture origi- 
nally brought from Bolton has been 
introduced and carried on in all its 
branches to a great extent. Bury has 
been distinguished for its inventions in 
machinery, particularly by the introduc- 
tion of the picking peg, or flying shuttle, 
1738, by Mr. John Kay, a contrivance 
which much facilitates the labours of the 
!oom ; and the drop box by Mr. Robert 
Kay son of the former, a machine which 
is used in the manufacture of fabrics of va- 
rious colours ; and also his suxprising cot- 
ton and woollen card engine, which makes 
several cards at one time by a person 
simply turning a shaft : this machine 
stretches the wire out of the ring, cuts it 
in lengths, staples, and crooks it into 
teeth, pricks holes in the leather, and 
puts in the teeth, row after row, till the 
cards are finished. The establishment of 
the prosperous manufacturing and print- 
ing works of sir Robert Peel proved 
highly beneficial to the town and neigh- 
bourhood, their extent being such as to 
aifi^id tonstant employment to the in- 
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habitants. The canal, which birsaclief 
from that of Bolton and Manchester, 
has added considerably to the prosperity 
of the town. The parish of Bury is 
greatly diversified with hills and Valleys, 
in which many rivulets wind their course, 
their banks being occupied, in every eon- 
venient situation, with mills for carding 
and spinning of wool and cotton ; and the 
air is remarkably pure and salubrious, 
though, from the vicinity of the hills which 
separate the counties of Lancaster and 
York, subject to much rain. Half a mild 
north of the town is Chamber Hall, 
the seat of William Hardman, esq., 
formerly the residence of sir Robert 
Peel hart., and in which the right 
honorable Robert Peel, secretary of state 
for the home department^ was bom. The 
parish of Bury is divided into eight 
townships and chapelries -, four of them.

at Donay in Flanders, but, still active 
and zealous in a cause which he held to 
be the truth, he returned to Oxford ; but 
being observed, and his life endangered, 
he withdrew to the continent, where he 
procured the establishment of the Ca- 
tholic seminaries of Donay and Rheims, 
a third at Rome, and two others in 
Spain, for maintaining the interests of 
the church of Rome amongst his coun- 
trymen. By such unwearied seal he ob- 
taiiied the purple from pope Sixtus 
Quintus, and died at Rome in 1594. 
Cardinal Allen appears to have been a 
man of virtue and talent, sincere and 
consistent.

The parish of Whalley still contains a 
surface of nearly 200 square miles, and 
it formerly comprised almost the whole 
of what was then called Blackbum- 
sliire, and included the modem parishes 
of Blackburn^ Chipping, Ribchester, 
"with part of Rochdale in Salford hun- 
dred, and Slaidbum and JVUtton in 
Yorkshire. For the use of this exten- 
sive territory a church was erected very 
early in the heptarchy, and its incum- 
bency seems to ha^e been unique in the 
Kngliah church, the ordinary being both 
patron and lord of the manor, with the 
title of dean of Whalley, which con* 
tinued in the same faifuly for several 
nges. In the year 1235 it was changed 
into a rectory ^ soon after it was bestowed 
upon the monastery, and the abbot ap- 
pointed a vicar, and appropriated to the 
use of the abbey the greater part of the re- 
venue. The features of the present parish 
are uniform, rarely striking, never ex- 
panding into spacious plains, soaring 
into majestic mountains, nor affording 
picturesque lakes. The climate is some- 
what ungenial, from the excessive mois- 
ture occasioned by the clouds ham the 
Atlantic striking against the lofty lulls 
which divide the county from Yorkshire. 
It has received every illustration from 
the classic pen of its late vicar, the Rev. 
Dr. Whitaker, whose research and taste 
bestowed a grace on subjects heretofore 
considered as interesting only to the 
plodding antiquazy. In "the township of 
Whalley is Clerk HUl, the aeat of Ro- 
bert Whalley, esq.
